Whether the 
Democratic Senators from the North can be in- 
duced to favor it hereafter, depends upon contin- 
gencies. 

in proof that any reijoicng over the fate of the 
Treaty, as involving necessarilly the fate of 
the project, is entirely premature, it should be 
stated, that immediately after the rejection of 
the Treaty, Mr. Benton, whose opposition to it 
has been lauded in all the Whig papers, as in- 
dicating hostility to the object aimed at by it, 
gave notice in open Senate of his intention 
to move for leave to introduce a bill to make 
provision “for the annexation of Texas.” “We 
understand generally,” says the Intelligencer, 
“that jt proposes to authorize negotiations with 
Mexico as well as Texas towards this object 
&c.” Mr. Benton was perhaps the first mover in 
this annexation business: hence his displeas- 
ure at John Tyler for taking the lead in what he 
regarded, his own darling project; and hence 
too, the movement just noticed. 

We had occasion once before to suggest to 
Northern editors, that they were over-confident 
in this matter. Subsequent events showed we 
were right; and future events will show, that 
they have in this juncture, been just as much'at 
fault.

terday not one fourth of those who sought ad- 
mittance couldget in. 


Too much praise cannotebe awarded to those 
of the school Board who give their services to 
these objects, but allow me to suggest that the 
examinations proper, should be more equally dis" 
tributed :it is not uncommon to see several schoo! 
officers, with other visitors gathered in one room 
where decorations and various attractive exer- 
cises are progressing, when some one or two 
hundred scholars are sitting wholly neglected in 
theotherroom. Still, taken on the whole, it is 
hard to find fault where there is so mnch_to 
praise.

James K. Polk. 
We are under obligations to the writer of the 
following note for his facts. His comments might. 
have been spared without detriment to himself, 
or the subject of his eulogium. Ep. Her. 
To the Editor of the Morning Herald. 
Sir :—Your paper, two or three days ago,

Your extract from the Pittsburg paper is full 
of misrepresentations. In the first place, Lu- 
cius Polk is not the brother of James K. Polk.— 
He is the brother of Leonidas Polk, Bishop of 
Louisiana, whose father was the first cousin to 
the father of James K. Polk, a relationship hard- 
ly recognised here. They are second cousins. 
In the next place, James K. is not the owner 
of a great number (of slaves,) whom he hires 
out through the Szate, bargaining with the em- 
ployers for so much a year.” He owns a planta- 
tion in Mississippi with probably 30 or 40. ne- 
groes, being what he inherited from his father, 
with their natural increase. And he has in 
Tennessee one or two domestics. He neither 
buys, sells, nor hires, and is in no way connec- 
ted with “the traffic in human flesh.” He isa 
kind, indulgent and humane master, and it may 
perhaps admit of some question, if his treatment 
of the unfortunate beings committed to his care, 
is not more praiseworthy and really benevolent, 
than that of those philanthropists, who, under the 
false idea, that liberty is an end and not a means 
fer the attainment of the great end of human 
existence, happiness, sacrifice, the substantial 
comforts and happiness of the black race, in pur- 
suit of an abstract blessing, which, if possessed, 
it could not appreciate and would not enjoy.— 
The facts I have stated in this communication, 
you may rely on, as authentic, as I have obtained 
them from a personal acquaintance with the 
persons to whom they relate. I have thought it 
necessary to say this much for the sake age 
tice and of TRUTH. 
Mr. Potk then, the Democratic candidate for 
the highest office in a Republic, founded upon 
the doctrine that all men are created equal, and 
have an inalienable right to life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness, is only guilty of violating 
this doctrine, in 30 or 40 instances—holding 30 
or 40 human beings, as property, mere appen- 
dages to his own being!

Mr. Benton and Texas--Another Com- 
promise. 

The following bil] has been submitted in the

A BILL to provide for the annexation of Texas 
tothe United States. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress Assembled, That the President of the 
United States be, and he hereby is, authorized 
and advised to open negotiations with Mexico 
and Texas for the adjustment of boundaries, and 
the annexation of the latter to the United States, 
on the following basis, to wit: 

__ 1, The boundary of the annexed territory to be 
in the desert prairie West of the Nueces, and a- 
long the highlands and mountain heights which 
divide the waters of the Mississippi from the 


degrees north. 
2. The people of Texas, by a legislative act, 





or by any authentic act, which shows the will 
of the majority, to express their assent to said 
annexation. 

3. A State, to be called “T'he State of Texas,” 
with boundaries fixed by herself, and an ex- 
tent not exceeding that of the largest State in 
the Union, to be admitted into the oes by vif- 
tue of this act, on an equal footing with the ori- 
ginal] States. 

4. The remainder of the annexed territory to 
be held and disposed of by the United States as 
one of their territoies, and to be called “The 
South-West Territory.” 

5. The existence of slavery to be forever pro- 
hibited in the northern and north-western part of 
said territory, so as to divide, as equally as may 
be the whole of the annexed country between 
slave-holding and non-slaveholding States. 

6. The assent of Mexico to be obtained by 
treaty to such annexation and boundary, or to 

dispensed with when the Congress of the U- 
nited States may deem such assent to be unne-| 


-cessary. 

6. Other details ofthe annexation to be ad-~ 
|justed by treaty, so far ag the same may come

It is little more than a collection of the 
most spirited and witty parts of Kendall’s very 
amusing volumes, with ranning comments on 
the text and remarks which have no connection 
with the subject. Inhis second paragraph, the 
Reviewer, with a cool assurance which ap- 
proaches. the sublime, identifies Texas with 
the “eause of human liberty.” This impudence 
is laughably absurd when every body knows 
that the abolition of human slavery by Mexico 
in°29 was the cause of the Texas Rebelion a 
year or two later. He complains, also, that the 
character and objects of the Santa Fe Expedi- 
tion have been misrepresented, but forgets to 
state how. The character of this expedition, 
which ended with the capture of all engaged in 
it, and their very severe treatment as prisoners 
of war, can be gathered from the extracts given 
by the Reviewer. It was set on foot by the Tex- 
an Government in June, 1841, for the purpose 
of exciting an insurrection in, a before, peaceful 
province of Mexico, which was distant more 
than two month’s travel from the settled parts of 
Texas. The three hundred and twenty reckless 
men who assumed to enact this bold and unprin- 
cipled exploit, were, all but about fifty, organi- 
zed into six military companies, well armed and 
equipped. -They were provided witha cannon 
and a large quantity of ammunition. They took 
also, thousands of printed proclamations of the 
Texan President to the people of New Mexico, 
calling on them to rise in rebellion, aided by the 
Texan troops. Expecting to take the Mexican 
Governor, unprepared for resistance, they were 
disappointed. The inhabitants seemed indispo- 
sed toexchange the protection of the Mexican 
Republic for that of the unexpected marauders 


from Texas. Sing! 
Wearied out with the length of the journey, 


and starved to extreme weakness, they in vain 
pretended to have no other object in view than 
to open a commercial route to Santa Fe; in vain 
they protested their pacific intentions. The 
Mexican Governor captured them, deprived them 
of their arms and sent them by a tedious and 
painful journey to the capitol. Says Kendall, 
“Far different would have been the result, had 
the expedition reached the confines of New 
Mexico 8 months earlier and in a body. Then 
with fresh horses and a sufficiency of provisions 
for the men, the feelings of the inhabitants 
could have been ascertained; the proclamativus 
of General Lamer would have been Ccistributed 
among them; the people would have had an op- 
portunity to come over to Texas without fear, 
and the feeble opposition Armijo could have 
made, and I doubt whether he would have made 
any against the Texans in a body, could have 


been put down'with ease.” 
The reviewer is highly indignant because 


many persons have pronounced this adventure 
a reckless one, and those engaged in it, “marau- 
ders.” We suppose his chivalry will have to 
socket the affront for those who hold this opin- 
ion are rather too many for him to fight them 
all. He thinks the Texans generally are hu- 
mane, honest, honorable and patriotic, have 
“poured out their life’s blood,” &c., and rages 
furiously against those who entertain a different 
opinion. ‘Honest Iagos,” *Tones,” are sam- 
ples of the epithetshe applies to those who «lo 
not agree with him in thinking the Texans 
should be compared to “the patriots of our Rev- 
olution.” If he could kill with an epithet, how 
soon this Buckeye Junius would depopulate the 
Northern States! But notwithstanding the rabid 
condition of this anonymous annexation Review- 
er, the people will believe that a Texan’s bag- 
gage has not changed much since it consisted of 
the “bowie knife, a pair of pistols and a pack of 
cards,” and that bullets are still more plenty in 
Texas than Bibles. 





Montreal and Boston.

“That Canada is now shut out from all com- 
bmunication with the Atlantic and Great Britain 
during six months of the year. That its in- 
creasing trade must cause it to seek an outlet 
through the United States during the winter.— 
That arrangements will therefore soon. bé at- 
tempted between the United States and British 
Governments, to permit a transit trade through 
the territory of the former; and that Boston, hav- 
ing been selected asthe terminus of the mail 
steamers, it is tothat point that at present the 
Canadian population must look.”

Liberty Principles is found in the constant mis- 
representation of them by their opponents.

The Language of Freemen. 

It is very difficult to appreciate the trials to 
which the integrity of the majority in the M. E 
General Conference is subjected. Slaveholders, 
whether preachers or politicians, are skilfal man, 
agers, and understand well how to govern ma 
jorities. Their temperament inclines them al- 
ways to threatening and brow-beating; and this 
kind of influence since the decision in the-case 
of Bishop Andrew has been constantly bronght 
to bear upon the Conference. A remonstrance 
against the action of that body, is set afloat. a- 
mong the lay members of the Chureh, in New 
York city. Meetings are instigated in the cities 
of the South. The Slaveholding members of the 
Conference make divers demonstrations towards 
a division of the Church, all of course in the.ut- 
most meekness. Yes, says Dr. Winans, with 
great awfulness, the day of insult has gone by— 
the South now speaks in the calmness of desper- 
ation. 

The result is, that the majority shows symptoms 
of wavering. It will not formally undo what it 
has done, but it will, we tear, practically nullify 
ite moral influences. Why isit, that these Slave- 
holders cannot for once be met, with a spirit, as 
inflexible in a good cause, as they are infatua- 
ted and stubborn in a bad one. 

We verily believe, that all that is necessary to 
redeem this Republic, and the Churches in it, 
from Slaveholding domination, is, simple courage. 
Let these usurpers be met with words something 
like these: “Gentlemen, your rule has been our 
bane, and here, it must end. Slavery isa curse, 
anda base one; it is entitled to no favors, and 
shall receive none. Sooner shall these right 
arms drop from our shoulders, thaman institu- 
tion, accursed by God and Man, be regarded and 
treated, as the equal of Liberty. We have sub- 
mitted for the sake of peace, too long: we sub- 
mit no longer. We break your rod in pieces; 
and as to your threats, keep them for your slaves. 
This republic was consecrated to Freedom, and 
none but Freemen are worthy to minister at its 
altars. The day of compromise has at length pas- 
sed away. Henceforth, weclaim all for Liberty, 
and concede nothing toSlavery. If you will hug 
the curse to your bosoms, be it so, but,as God lives, 
its foul breath shall no longer pollute our sanc- 
tuaries, and infect our national councils. From 
this day, we are free—now do what you please. 
You may threaten to dissolve the Union, but you 
dare not do it; and you cannot, if you would. 
You may threaten to divide the Churches—do 
so, and the blasting consequences be on your 
own heads. Truth, Justice, and Liberty, are the 
pillars of our social and ecclesiastical fabrics— 
if you think a Church or State can stand upon 
Falsehood, Injustice and Slavery, go to work, 
whenever it pleases you--lay the foundations, 
rear the structure—but be sure of one thing, 
that edifice will be your grave. Our resolution 
is taken—henceforth we are immovable.” 

Let such become the language of the North, 
and there will be anend to the reign of the 
Slave Power. 








Methodist General Conference. 

Though the General Conference seemed to 
waver in its action in the case of Mr. 
Andrew, on other points connected with the del- 
icate question, it appears to be entirely firm.— 
The thirty-third day of the session was signal- 
ized by the preliminary movements towards a 
division of the Church, which, now that the cri- 
sis has come, the Slaveholding members are in 
no haste to precipitate. 

A motion being made to take up the report of 
the Committee on Slavery, recommending the 
rescinding of the rule relating to colored testi- 
mony, an attempt was made to lay it upon the 
table, but it failed, and the report was taken 
up. 

Mr. Collins was anxious at first to have the re- 
solution amended, so as to rescind all the pro- 
ceedings of the Conference in the case of Silas 
Comfort, but, after some remarks by Judge Long- 
street, forbore to urge any amendment. 

Bishep Soule, who seems to have as little sym- 
pathy as possible, with any Anti-Slavery move- 
ment, regretted that the Committee had not ap- 
pended to their report a copy of the resolutions 
of 1840, which it was now proposed to rescind. 
So far ashe had any responsibility for those res- 
olutions, he was willing they should be publish- 
ed throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. 

These resolutions were as follows:--we copy 
from the New York Repubhe. 


“Resolved, That it isinexpedient aud unjusti- 
fiable for any preacher among us to permit color- 
ed persons to give testimony against white per- 
sons, in any State where they are denied that 
privilege in trials at law. 

“ Resolved 


» That in the decision of this Con- 


ference in the case of the appeal of the Rev. Si- 
las Comfort, it is not intended to express or.im- 
Ply that the testimony of colored persons against 
whi 


te persons, in church trials, is either expedi- 


ent or justifiable in any of the slave-holding 
States or territories where the civil laws prohib- 
it such testimony in trials at law.” 

The 3d resolution declares that it is not the in- 
tention of Conference to prohibit such testimo- 
ny in States or territories where it has been the 
usage of the church to admit it, or where it can 
be admitted with peace and safety to the church. 

The 4th resolution declares that it is not the

We believe the last two were introduced by 
Bishop Soule, under the impression that they 
qualified sufficiently the obnoxious resolutions. 
It is no special glory to any man to be identified 
with such resolutions. Bishop Soule’s moral 

sense is none of the clearest. 

But, whatever may have been the guilt of the 
General Conference of 1840, the Conference of 
1844 has redeemed itself. 

The Previous question was demanded and sus- 
tained, and the resolution to rescind was adop- 
ted, by a vote of 115 yeas, to 50 nays! The re- 
solution was as follows: . 

Resolved, That the ions :

not interior charges, which shall in all cases be 
left to the care of that Church within whose ter- 
ritory they are situated. 

Resolved, That Ministers, local and travelling, 
of every grade and office in the M. E. Church, 
may, as they prefer, remain in that Church, or 
without blame attach themselves. to the Church 
South. 

Resolved, By the Delegates of all the Annual 
nferences in General Conference assembled, 
that we recommend to all the Annual Confer- 
ences, at their first approaching sessions, to 
authorise a change of the sixth restrictive Arti- 
cle,so that the first clause shall read thus: ao 
shall not appropriate the produce of the Boo 
Concern, nor of the Chartered Fund, to any 
purpose other than for the benefit of the travel- 
ing supernumerary, superanuated and worn out 
Preachers, their wives, widows and children, 
and to such other purposes as. may be determin- 
ed on by the votes of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the General Conference.

Resolved, That when the Annual Conferences 
shall have approved the aforesaid change in the 
sixth restrictive Article, there shall be transferred 
to the above Agent of the Southern Church so 
much of the capital and produce of the Metho-

Resolved, That the above transfer shall be in 
the form of annual payments of twenty-five 
thousand dollars per annum, and specifically in 
stock of the Book Concern, and in Southern 
notes and accounts due the establishment, and 
accruing after the first transfer mentioned above ; 
and until all the payments are made, the South- 
ern Church shall share in all the net profits of 
the Book Concern, in the proportion that the a- 
mount due them, or in arrears, bears to all the 
property of the Concern. 

solved, That —— be, and they are hereby 
appointed Commissioners to act in concert with 
the same number of Commissioners appointed 
by the Southern organization, (should one be 
formed) to estimate the amount which will fall 
due to the South by the preceding rule, and to 
have full power to carry into effect the whole 
arrangement proposed with regard to the divis- 
ion of property, should the separation take place. 
Andif by any means a vacancy occurs in this 
Board of Commissioners, the Book Committec 
at New York shall fill said vacancy. 

Resolved, That whenever any Agents of the 
Southern Church are clothed with legal authori- 
ty or corporate power to act in the premises, the 
Agents at New York are hereby authorized and 
directed to act in concert with said Southern A- 
gents, so as to give the provisions of these reso- 
lutions a legally binding force. 

Resolved, That all the Property of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, in Meeting-Houses, Par- 
sonages, Colleges, Schools, Conference funds, 
Cemeteries, and of every kind within the limits 
of the Southern organization, shall be forever 
free from any claim set up on the part of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church so far as this reso- 
lution can be of force in the premises. 

Resolved, That the Church so formed in the 
South, shall have a common property in all the 
copy-rights in possession of the Book Concerns 
at New York and Cincinnati, at the time of the 
settlement by the Commissioners. 

Resolved, That the Bishops be repectfally re- 
quested to lay that part of this Report requiring 
the action of the Annual Conferences, before 
them as soon as possible, beginning with the 
New York Conference.
